This package is a resubmission of a patent that I placed in the priority 
mail yesterday, 29 Nov 2001 (see attached receipts). When I tried to use the 
postal express mail service yesterday to get this package to the PTO by close 
of business 30 Nov 2001, 1 was told the postal service could not deliver 
express mail packages to your zip code.
